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1. FOREIGN MINISTRY PETROLEUM ADVISER AND OPEC GOVERNOR 
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RESOURCES GUSTAVO JARRIN WILL ATTEND OPEC CONFERENCE IN 
GENEVA APRIL 7-8 AND WILL CONTINUE TO NEW YORK FOR UNGA 
SPECIAL SESSION. JARRIN WILL HEAD ECUADOREAN DELEGATION FOR 
FIRST WEEK OR SO. (ECUADOR EXPECTS THAT PETROLEUM MINISTERS 
WILL ALSO HEAD OTHER OPEC MEMBER COUNTRY DELEGATIONS.) MINIS- 
TER OF FINANCE JAIME MONCAYO WILL HEAD DELEGATION FOR REMAINDER 
OF SESSION. BESIDES SEVILLA, DELEGATION WILL INCLUDE MINISTRY 
OF NATURAL RESOURCES PETROLEUM ADVISER LUIS ARAUZ AND REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE CENTRAL BANK AND PLANNING COMMISSION. 

2. SEVILLA SAID OPEC'S SPECIAL FUND IS ONE OF THREE WHICH 

AN OPEC BANK MAY INCLUDE. THE OTHERS, NOT UP FOR DISCUSSION 
AT NEXT OPEC CONFERENCE, ARE A FUND TO DEVELOP PETROLEUM RE- 
SOURCES AND ANOTHER TO DEVELOP NON-PETROLEUM RESOURCES IN THE 
PETROLEUM-IMPORTING LDCS. HE SAID THE PROPOSED SPECIAL FUND 
WOULD MAKE $1 BILLION AVAILABLE TO PETROLEUM IMPORTING LDCS 
FOR VARIOUS DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS ON 50 YEAR TERMS AT CONCESSION 
AL INTEREST. HE DECLINED TO REVEAL WHAT FORMULA IS CONTEM- 
PLATED FOR CONTRIBUTIONS. 

3. SEVILLA EXPECTS THE UNGA TO RUN ABOUT A MONTH AND ENVISIONS 
IT AS A THREE GROUP AFFAIR-OPEC MEMBERS IN ONE GROUP. OECD 

IN ANOTHER, WITH THE REST SHOUTING AT THESE TWO ALTERNATELY. 
EMBOFF EXPRESSED US HOPE THAT ASSEMBLY WILL CONCENTRATE ON 
COOPERATION RATHER THAN CONFRONTATION. SEVILLA EXPRESSED SKEP- 
TICISM ABOUT AVOIDING POLEMICS. 

4. AS TO THE OPEC MEETING SCHEDULED FOR JUNE 15 IN QUITO, 

SEVILLA SAID IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO FASHION AN AGENDA YET. 

THE OUTCOME OF THE NEXT OPEC CONFERENCE, THE UNGA, AND 
DEVELOPMENTS IN THE COORDINATING GROUP WOULD DETERMINE AGENDA. 
SEVILLA SAID HE HAS CONSIDERABLE DOUBT THAT A PRODUCER- 
CONSUMER MEETING WILL TAKE PLACE, BECAUSE OF CONTRADICTIONS 
WITHIN BOTH OECD AND OPEC. HE CLAIMED THAT ECUADOR IS ABOUT 

THE ONLY OPEC MEMBER THAT REALLY WANTS SUCH A MEETING. 
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
